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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the proposed amendment raises the 112 issues of 
indefiteness with respect to claim 7. Claim 1 is in conflict with claim 7 in terms of the open cell ratio of the foam sheet. The proposed 
amendment would be entered if the 112 issues are corrected. Additionally, the art rejections will be maintained even if the corrected and 
compliant amendment is entered for the following reasons. Applicants contend that less open areas will result in lower sound absorbency 
as shown in examples 3 and 4 of original disclosure. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Table 1 of the specifiation of the present 
invention does not demonstrate the sound absorbency depending on the ratio of the open areas (examples 3 and 4). Applicants contend 
that combination of the open cell content of the foam sheet and the ratio of the total opening area of the pore portions would provide 
unexpected sound absorbency. The arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims because nothing in the claims is specific 
about the sound absorbency. Further, no experimental data have been provided to demonstrate that the criticality of such a combination. 
Since the closed cell layers are present in both comparative examples 1 and 2, a question is raised whether the open cell content and the 
ratio of the total opening area of the pore portions alone could result in superior sound absorbency regardless of the presence or absence 
of the closed cell layers. The claim does not required the closed cell layers. Accordingly, the art rejections are sustained. 
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
